Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. When size is 
not given octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from outer edge 
of border, excluding margin. The date, including day, month, and year, given 
with Senate and House documents and reports are the dates on which they 
were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the ordering, 
but various causes sometimes make delays. 

The word “processed” as used in this catalog indicates publications which 
are reproduced by duplicating processes other than ordinary printing, e. g,, 
mimeograph, multigraph, planograph, rotaprint, multilith, etc. 

The L. C. card number appended to some of the entries is for those libraries 
ordering printed cards from the Library of Congress. The number at the ex-

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washingion, D. C., is authorized by law 
to sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent 
to book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will 
adhere to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter (under a 
recent ruling, the 25 percent discount to dealers does not apply to Supreme 
Court reports which may, however, be sold by dealers at a price in advance of 
that charged by this Office; neither can the dealers’ discount be allowed on the 
Federal Register). 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog. 


WEEKLY LIST 


In addition to:the Price lists, the Documents Office issues a Weekly List of 
Selected United States Government Publications for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents. Each list is arranged alphabetically by subjects, with annota- 
tions and prices, and may be obtained free upon application to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 

HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dagger (7) 
indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, or division 
issuing the document. A double dagger ({) indicates that the document is 
printed for official use. Whenever additional information concerning the method 
of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found under the name of 
the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, e. g., 
H. doc. 383, 74-2. 

Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication.

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United

TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library anid in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909.

Nores oF GENERAL INTEREST 


GOVERNMENT AGENCIES, ETC. 


Although the Interdepartmental Committee to Coordinate Health and Welfare 
Activities was created by the President and announced in a statement for the 
press dated August 15, 1935, with its stated purpose that of coordinating various 
health activities of the Federal Government and of directing not only health 
activities but closely related welfare activities as well, an Executive Order con- 
cerning the Committee was not issued until October 27, 19386. . Under the pro- 
visions of this order, Executive Order 7481, five members were appointed, in 
place of the four previously acting, and the duties of the Committee were 
defined as follows: (1) to continue to sponsor appropriate cooperative working 
agreements among the various agencies of the Government in the health and 
welfare field, and to continue the work under agreements already in effect, and 
(2) to study and make recommendations concerning specific aspects of the 
health and welfare activities of the Government looking toward a more nearly 
complete coordination of the activities of the Government in these fields, The 
Executive Order also provides that the Committee shall continue to function 
through the special committees it has set up from time to time, and shall desig- 
nate additional committees to deal with new problems. 

The United States Processing Tax Board of Review is the official designation 
of a board of review established in the Treasury Department by section 906 
of the Revenue Act of 1936 (Public no. 740, 74th Congress, approved June 22, 
1936). The Board is composed of nine members, Officers or employees of the 
Treasury Department designated by the Secretary of the Treasury, and has juris- 
diction in proceedings to review the allowance or disallowance of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue of a claim for refund of any amount paid or collected 
as processing tax under the Agricultural Adjustment Act, and to determine the 
amount of refund due any claimant with respect to such claim. 

The probable liquidation of the Resettlement Administration is foreshadowed 
in the transfer, by Executive Order 7496 dated November 14, 1936, of the prop- 
erty, functions, funds, etc., pertaining to recreational demonstration projects 
from the Resettlement Administration to the Secretary of the Interior. The 
Secretary of the Interior is authorized, through the National Park Service, to 
complete and administer the projects transferred to him by the Executive Order 
and to exercise all the powers and functions given to the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration in connection therewith. 


TWO INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITIONS 


The President has issued two proclamations during November inviting foreign 
countries and nations to participate in international expositions to be held in 
the United States during 1939. The invitation to the one to be held in New 
York City was authorized by Congress in Public resolution 105, 74th Congress, 
approved June 15, 1936. It will be officially known as the New York World’s 
Fair, 1939, and will have for its purpose the celebration of the 150th anniversary 
of the inauguration of the first President of the United States of America and 
of the establishment of the National Government in the city of New York. For 
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this exposition a tract of 1,130 acres in Flushing Meadow Park on Long Island 
has been selected. It extends four miles from Flushing Bay to Kew Gardens. 
The plan is for the opening on April 30, 1939. 

The other exposition will be held in San Francisco and the invitation to 
participate in it was authorized by Public resolution 107, 74th Congress, ap- 
proved also on June 15, 1986. This latter exposition is designated in the title 
of the resolution as the San Francisco Bay Exposition, but the President in 
his proclamation states that it shall be known as the Golden Gate International 
Exposition. It is to be held in celebration of the completion of the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bridge and the Golden Gate Bridge and is designed to depict 
and exhibit the progress and accomplishments of the Pacific area of the United 
States in science, industry, transportation, and culture. The proposed date for 
the opening of this exposition is February 18, 1939.

Topographic maps 


NoTe.—The Geological Survey is making a series of topographic maps that will even- 
tually cover the whole United States, also Alaska and Hawaii. The individual maps are 
projected to represent quadrangle areas rather than political divisions, and each map is 
designated by the name of some prominent town or natural feature in the area mapped. 
The scales most commonly used are 1: 31,680, 1:62,500, and 1: 125,000, corresponding, 
approximately, to % mile, 1 mile, and 2 miles to 1 inch. The area covered differs with 
the latitude, but the average area is 58, 230, or 920 square miles, respectively, for these 
three scales. Topographic maps are pene on uniform-sized paper, about 20 by 16% 
inches, and the maps of the quadrangle areas represented thereon are about 17% inches 
long and 12 to 15 inches wide, according to latitude. For some areas of particular 
importance special large-scale maps are published. A general description of topographic 
maps and a list of the symbols used are printed on the reverse of each sheet. 

About 47 percent of the area of the country, excluding Alaska, has been mapped, every 
State being represented. Connecticut, Delaware, the District of Columbia, Hawaii, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Rhode Island, and 
West Virginia are completely mapped. Twenty-five of the topographic maps covering areas 
in New Jersey are out of print, the Survey not reprinting the maps as the stocks become 
exhausted but referring applicants to the Department of Conservation and Development, 
at Trenton, which also publishes some of its maps on a larger scale. Maps of the 
regular size are sold by the Geological Survey at 10c. each. Except as otherwise indicated, 
a discount of 40 percent is allowed on any order which amounts to $5.00 at the retail 
price.

Treatics are issued in a separate series and are numbered in the order in which 
they are proclaimed. Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and other 
international acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies of the 
documents, followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to the 
Press releases are supplied semiannually, as of December $1 and June 30. The Depart- 
ment of State includes in the Press release series, each quarter, a complete list of its 


publications for the preceding quarter.
